BANDITS BLAMED

Autos Bearing Party to 
Unveiling of Memorial 
Riddled —Guards 
Forced to Retreat—9 
Others Killed.

MANILA, April 28 (AP)—Mrs. 
Manuel Quezon, widow of the 
Philippines’ first president, her 
daughter and son-in-law were 


killed today in a machine-gun 
ambuscade that brought death to 
12 persons. Ten others were 
wounded. , 

President Elpidio Quirino, noti- 
fied of the ambush in the moun- 
tains of northern Luzon, ordered 
an immediate campaign against 
the killers, whom he identified as 
be ndits. 

Manila papers raised the possi- 
bility that Quirino himself may 
have been the intended victim. 
He had been invited to make the 
journey with Mrs. Quezon but 
was unable to do so at the last 
minute. 

The Quezon party, with an 
armed constabulary escort, left 
Manila shortly after 5 a.m. local 
time for Baler on the northeast 
coast of Luzon, The 60-year-old 
widow was to have unveiled a 
marker in memory of her hus- 
band, Manuel Quezon. 

Re «ft incident. 

The party was moving through 
a narrow gorge of the Sierra 
Madre Mountains, 88 airline miles 
from Manila, when a burst of ma- 
chine gun fire riddled the first 
two automobiles which carried 
Mrs. Quezon and her immediate 
party. The attack came between 
10 and 11:30 a.m. 

Constabulary troopers returned 
the fire. There was a sharp fight 
in which the troopers suffered 
three dead and seven wounded. 

The remaining members of the 
party were forced to retreat and 
raced back to the village of Bang- 
abong, where constabulary rein- 
forcements were called. 

Later at the scene of the am- 
bush, the constabulary found the 
bodies of Mrs. Quezon, her daugh- 
ter, Maria Aurora (Baby) Quezon 
and the fatally wounded Felipe 
Buencamino III, husband of Mrs. 
Quezon’s youngest daughter, Zen- 
aida, 

Also dead were Mayor Ponciano 
Bernardo of Quezon City (outside 
Manila), Maj. Primitivo San Au- 
gustin and his brother Maj. An- 
tonio San Augustin, both noted 
guerrilla fighters during the war 
with Japan, a Lt. Lizzam and 
three constabulary privates. 

The wounded included Maj. Gen. 
Rafael Jalandoni, retired army 
chief of staff, who notified Pres- 
ident Quirino and the Philippine 
Red Cross of the ambush. The 
general returned to Manila late 


today. . 
Campaign Ordered. 

In Baguio, President Quirino or- 
dered the constabulary and army 
to rush reinforcements to trou- 
bled Nueva Ecija province to un- 
dertake a general campaign 
against bandits. The President 
said he could not believe the at- 
tack had been led by Communist- 
directed armed peasants called 
Hukbalahaps. 

He said Mrs. Quezon was loved 
too much by these people to be 
harmed by them. 

Gen. Jalandoni gave this eye- 
witness account of the attack. 

“I was riding with Mrs. Quezon 
in a station wagon heading a

President Wilson Says 
Present Schedule Does 
Not Give Enough ‘Re- 
lief’ —3-Month Deficit. 


Public Service Co. announced 
today that it operated at a deficit 
of $86,869 in the first quarter of 
1949—the first time it has had a 
deficit since 1940. 

At the same time, John L. Wil- 
son, president of the company, 
said an application for additional 
fare increases on busses and 
streetcars would be sought by the 
company when it appears before 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission about June 5 to- report on 
the effectiveness of the present 
rate structure. 

He said he was not prepared at 
this time to say how much of an 
increase in fares would be sought, 
but, he added, it is evident that 
the new fare schedule, which be- 
came effective last March 7, had 
not given enough “relief.” 

When the company goes before 
the Public Service Commission in 
June it will be at the direction of 
the commission. At the time the 
present fare schedule was granted, 
the commission instructed the 
company to report back in 90 days 
with an analysis of the results of 
the fare schedule. The company 
expects to do that shortly after 
the June 5 date. 

The company, Wilson pointed 
out, had a net income of $49,499 in 
March, due largely to the pass 
elimination, but had heavy deficits 
in January and February, which 
resulted in the deficit for the en- 
tire three months of the quarter. 
He said the experience last month 
was in line with the company’s 
estimates before the Commission 
that the pass elimination would 
increase income by about $600,000 
a year. 

Gross operating revenue for the 
first quarter of 1949 was $6,506 
331, an increase of 1.88 per cent 
over the first quarter of 1948. Op- 
erating expenses, before income 
taxes, were $6,547,379, an increase 
of 2.98 per cent. 

In contrast to the deficit of $86,- 
869 for the first quarter of this 
year, there was net income of 
$135,858 in the first quarter of last 
year. However, a dividend of 12% 
cents a share was paid in this 
year’s first quarter, out of ac- 
cumulated past earnings. 

The report, Wilson said, showed 
there was a decline in the number 
of transit passengers, “largely re- 
sulting from the increased avail- 
ability of automobiles as well. as 
general economic conditions.” 

The company had 3926 employes 
at the end of March, an increase 
of 54 in a year. Wilson said the 
increase was due principally to the 
fact that more busses than street- 
cars are used where one form of 
service has. replaced another, as 
has been done on a number of 
lines recently.

AIDS AGREE ON

Amendments Would Per-

WASHINGTON, April 28 — As 
the House approached a series of 
preliminary votes today on labor 
legislation it became known that 
labor leaders and Administration 
leaders had agreed on a series of 
amendments to be offered in an 
attempt to save the Lesinski bill 
repealing the Taft-Hartley Act. 

If necessary to win votes for the 
Lesinski bill, its supporters will 
offer these amendments, and some, 
perhaps all of them, are sure to be 


offered: 
Strengthen the national emer- 


gency’ strike provision by 
authorizing not labor injunc- 
tions but plant seizure by the 
Government for limited periods 
until emergency boards have had 
an opportunity to submit their 
recommendations for settlement 
of disputes. 

Provide explicit “free speech” 
guarantees for employers. 

Require a loyalty pledge by 
union representatives and man- 
agement agents, renouncing Not 
just Communism but all forms 
of totalitarianism. 

Make it an unfair labor prac- 
tice for unions to refuse to bar- 
gain collectively. 

Require unions to file finan- 
cial reports with the Department 
of Labor. 

This represented a slight shift 
in strategy from the concessions 
reported yesterday as having won 
reluctant acceptance of some labor 
leaders. The situation is fluid as 
the showdown nears, with a final 
vote expected tomorrow, and there 
may be further shifts in Admin- 
istration strategy, depending on 
developments. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
said backers of the Administration 
bill claimed a minimum of 210 
votes for their modified vérsion 
of the bill—enough normally to 
pass the bill and send it to the 
Senate. However, critics of the 
bill, who hope to substitute a meas- 
ure by Representative Wood 
(Dem.), Georgia, which would re- 
tain most of the major provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley law, insisted 
they had enough votes to defeat 
the Administration measure.) 

Agreement at Meeting. 

The significance of the new con- 
cessions lies in the fact that they 
were formalized at a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the office of 
Secretary of Labor Tobin, attend- 
ed by Administration leaders and 
labor leaders. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn was in- 
formed by Tobin of the develop- 
ments in his office, and Rayburn 
is passing the word down to Ad- 
ministration followers in the House 
and to those Democrats opposed 
to the Lesinski bill who might be 
won over by such amendments.

BILL INTRODUCED

PADDLE PUPILS

| JEFFERSON CITY, April 28— 
Statutory authority for a school 
teacher to administer a “reason- 
able” walloping to a defiant pupil 
would be provided under a bill in- 
troduced in the House today by 
Representative Clyde Lee Jenkins 
of Eugene. 
| The bill would enable a teacher 
“to inflict reasonable physical 
punishment or restrictions upon 
|}any pupil who defies the teach- 
'er,” or who intentionally tries “to 
demoralize the school by swearing, 
fighting or other obnoxious and 
obscene speech or conduct.” 

Jenkins said he introduced the 
bill as the result of the recerit 
trial and conviction of two Miller 
county teachers on assault charges, 
in connection with the paddling of 
a pupil in the School of the Osage, 
for the alleged writing of an 
obscene note. The teachers were 
fined $10 each. 

Present school laws provide no 
clear authority for teachers to in- 
flict physical punishment, Jenkins 
said. 
|. “If the school teachers in this 
| state cannot discipline their pupils 
when necessary, to the tune of a 
hickory stick,” said Jenkins, a 
Miller county farmer, “the teach- 
‘ing profession had just as well 


As originally introduced with

INDIA 10 BECOME 
REPUBLIC, STAY IN 
COMMONWEALTH 


Will Take Its Place as 
One of 8 ‘Free and 
Equal Members,’ but 
not Under Crown. 


LONDON, April ?8 (AP)—India 
has decided to remain in a re- 


vamped commonwealth of eight’ 
| free nations headed by Britain’s | 


King George VI. 

It will do so, a commonwealth 
announcement said today, even 
after it becomes an independent 


sovereign republic under a con- 
stitution expected to take effect 
next August. 

India will continue as a full 
member of the 62-year-old com- 
monwealth. It accepts the King 
as the “symbol of the free asso- 
ciation” it embodies and as its 
head, but George VI will not be 
monarch of India. An _ elected 
president will take the place of 
the King’s governor-general in 
that Asiatic subcontinent of 300,- 
000,000 people. 

The other members—Britain, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, Pakistan and Cey- 
lon—continue as_ constitutional 
Monarchies owing allegiance to 
tthe king. 

All are defined as “free and 
equal members of the common- 
wealth of nations freely co-op- 
erating in pursuit of peace, lib- 
erty and progress,” in the declara- 
tion. 

It drops the word “dominion” 
for “independent member na- 
tions.” 

This new definition of the com- 
monwealth was drawn up at a 
conference here of prime min- 
| isters of all member nations ex- 
cept Canada, who sent its minister 
of external affairs. 
| Meanwhile, Indian Prime Min- 
|ister Jawaharlal Nehru is sched- 
'uled to fly to Dublin to visit 
Prime Minister John A. Costello 
| of the republic of Ireland, which 
|pulled out of the commonwealth 
| Easter Monday. 
| Costello would not comment on 
| the commonwealth declaration, 
but a London newspaper said the 
declaration left the way open for 
Ireland to apply for re-entry. 

The News-Chronicle (Liberal) 
|said “something of this nature” 
|may lie behind Costello’s invita- 
tion to commonwealth prime min- 
isters to visit Dublin. 

However, it noted that the com- 
monwealth could scarcely be ex- 
| pected to take the Irish republic 
|back so long as it maintains its

PUBLISHERS FIND PRINTERS’ 
| STRIKES DON’T STOP PRESS 


$2 Walkouts on 51 Newspapers Have Not 
Forced Suspension—New Methods 
Are Listed. 


NEW YORK, April 28 (AP)— revolution which may solve the 


Newspapers no longer can be 
forced to suspend publication by 
printers’ strikes, the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
was told today by its special com- 
mittee on labor problems. 


The committee reported that, on 
March 31, the AFL International 
Typographical Union was conduct- 
ing 32 strikes against 51 papers 
but that all of these dailies were 
going to press regularly with cir- 
culations aggregating nearly 5,- 
000,000. 

“A long-accepted belief that a 
daily newspaper had to suspend 
publication when ITU composing 
room workers struck is now a 
myth,” said the report of the com- 
mittee, headed by George N. Dale 
of the A.N.P.A. staff. 

Says Others Co-Operate. 

The report said leaders of all 
the mechanical unions except the 
ITU had co-operated “in our effort 
to preserve local bargaining” and 
to keep struck papers publishing. 

Most of the ITU strikes stemmed 
from the “no-contract”, policy 
adopted by the union after the 
Taft-Hartley law forbade the 
closed shop, which the union for- 
merly held in most newspaper 
Plants, the committee said. ‘ 

It reported 27 new strikes against 
newspapers in 1948, a total of 20 of 
them called by the ITU. Nine ITU 
walkouts were settled in the year, 
leaving 32 still going on. Some of 
these are four years old. 

Among the cities in which ITU 
strikes remain unsettled are Chi- 
cago, Miami, Fla.; Springfield, 
Mass.;° Allentown, Pa.: Trenton, 
N.J.; Huntington and Charleston, 
W.Va., and Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Various Means Used. 

Other A.N.P.A. proceedings have 
shown that some of the struck pa- 
pers are using a photo-engraving 
process to continue publication. 
Others are using teletype setters, 
with typists punching a_ tape 
‘which runs the linotype machine, 
and others employ non-union reg- 
ular linotype operators. 

About 1000 publishers are at- 
tending the A.N.P.A. convention, 
which ends with a dinner tonight.

“Agents, Army Says. 


FRANKFURT, April 28 (UP)-— 
The Army reported today that 
American agents had smashed a 
ring which was trying to peddle 
$3,000,000 worth of uranium from 
prewar German stockpiles on the 


black market. 

Nine Germans were arrested at 
Darmstadt last Friday while try- 
ing to sell the uranium, Army of- 
ficials said. Maj. H. S. Hart, pub- 
lic relations officer for local Army 
headquarters, said the uranium 
was believed to have been hidden 
from stockpiles used by Germany 
for atom bomb research, 


Army agents reported the Ger- 
mans were carrying 2300 grams 
of the metal wrapped in news- 
papers in a battered suitcase 
when American agents seized it. 

“We have been investigating the 
ring fqr some time,” an agent 
said. 

He said the band was arrested 
when its members tried to sell 
the uranium to American criminal 
investigators for 10,000,000 marks 
($3,000,000). 

“We can’t put a definite value 
on it—probably the Russians 
would offer a lot more than 10,- 
000,000 marks for it,” the agent 
said.

Many passen- 
gers caried their own luggage 
aboard rather than pay the ex- 
horbitant prices asked by coolie 
‘porters for a 100-yard haul onto 
the ship. 

Dogs, cats, goldfish and other 
pets were passed by harassed Chi- 
nese customs men. 

There was considerable confu- 
sion on board and a trace of an- 
noyance on the faces of the Wil- 
son’s regular passengers, but the 
evacuees grinned with joy at their 
good fortune in obtaining space. 
_ Mrs. Helen Kazmiroff, 23, who 
spent 22 years of her life in Shang- 
hai, bounced her three-month-old 
son on her knee and said she was 


glad to leave the city. She and 
her husband and son are going to 
Springfield, Mass. 

In a lounge filled with Army 
cots, Mrs. Alice Singer told of her 
relief at getting out. She fled 
Germany 10 years ago as a Jew- 
ish refugee and is going to the 
homes of her daughters, Mrs.

MASSES ARE SAID 
FOR MUSSOLINI 
IN ROME CHURCHES 


ROME, April 28 (AP)—Today, 
on the fourth anniversary of Be- 
nito Mussolini’s death, masses 
were conducted for him in various 
churches in Rome, and in the 
Chamber of Deputies a demand 
was made that the Duce’s killer 
be placed on trial. 

At one of the churches, Saint 
Agostino, a group of members of 
the Italian Social Movement 
(MSI), an avowedly pro-Fascist 
party, attacked an Associated 
Press photographer, Remo Nassi, 
and destroyed his films after he 
had made pictures of them leaving 
the .mass, ’ 


The request for the trial of 

Mussolini’s killer was made by 
deputy Giorgio Almirante, leader 
of the MSI. He and five other 
deputies directed their demand, 
in the form of a question, to the 
Minister of Justice and asked for 
a written reply. 
- The inquiry referred to an ar- 
ticle in today’s independent right- 
ist Tempo, in which the leader 
of the Committee of National Lib- 
eration said that Walter Audisio, 
by executing Mussolini, acted 
against orders of northern Italy’s 
Committee of National Liberation.

Medical Schools Need Funds; | 


Solution of Problem Regarded as 


Vital in Expanding Medical Care 


Amount Needed to Provide Training in N ew 


Fields of Medicine

LAST OF A SERIES. 
HE foundations of American medicine are settling. The nation’s 
medical schools, which hold up the whole structure of medical 
care by educating doctors and making most of the research 
discoveries doctors use to cure illness, are in serious financial trouble. 
No cracks have appeared yet, although at least two top-flight 


schools have seriously considered closing their doors. 


Experts report, 


however, that if substantial help is not given soon, the schools will 
not be able even to continue to perform all their present -services, 


and training of additional doctors needed to carry out President | 


Truman’s health program would be out of the question. 


Persons familiar with medical 
€ducation say solution of the fi- 
nancial problems of medical, den- 
tal and nursing schools is an es- 


sential first step to expansion of 
American medical care, and it is 
one thing which everybody agrees 
ought to be started immediately. 

In order to achieve that end, the 
Administration’s health bill, which 
was introduced in Congress Mon- 
day, would make available federal 
funds to help the schools meet 
costs of operations and to provide 
scholarships for students. 

Simply to continue at present 
levels, the existing 78 medical 
schools in the United States need 
@ total of $15,000,000 annually, in 
addition to the $51,000,000 they 
now are spending, said Dr. Joseph 
Hinsey, dean of Cornell Univer- 
gsity’s Medical College and chair- 
man of the executive committee of 
the Association of American Med- 
ical Colleges. In order to expand 
to include adequate training in 
new branches of medicine, with- 
out substantially increasing en- 
rollment, the schools need an esti- 
mated $40,000,000 annually. 

Cost of Goal Uncertain. 

Federal Security Administrator 
Oscar R. Ewing has estimated 
that it is possible for the United 
States by 1960 to have 15,000 more 
physicians than we will have if we 
don’t increase enrollments. How 
much it would cost to reach that 
goal, nobody knows. 

Doubling of present enrollment 


is learned in the research for the 
welfare of mankind. For one 
thing, educators point out, all doc- 
tors, whether they do any exten- 
sive research themselves, should 
pick up “the habit of an inquiring 
mind” gained through research 
in their medical school days. Sec- 
ondly, schools cannot keep good 
men on their faculties in competi- 
tion with high earnings possible 
in private practice unless they 
offer research facilities. 


The outside competition, the 
possibility of making $25,000 or 
50,000 a year in private practice, 
also makes it necessary for medi- 
cal schools to pay much higher 
salaries than are paid usually in 
other departments of a university. 

It is usually a considerable fi- 
nancial sacrifice for a top-flight 
obstetrician to take a full-time 
university job at a salary of, say, 
$10,000 a year. A Greek scholar, 
however, will stay with his univer- 
sity teaching job at a salary of 
only $5000 because a university 
is the only place in which he can 
continue working in his specialty. 

Another factor which makes 
medical education expensive is the 
steep cost of medical research, as 
compared with most research in 
physics and chemistry. Because 
of the extreme complexity of liv- 
ing things, it is necessary fre- 
quently to perform one experiment 
hundreds of times under a variety 


would be necessary, but the in- 
crease would have to be achieved 
principally by building new med- 
ical schools. Existing schools say 
they cannot increase their enroll- 
ments substantially without lower- 
ing the quality of their education 
dangerously. 

Experience has shown that the 
wartime speed-up, which tempo- 
rarily boosted medical school 
revenues, did not provide enough 
education. Young doctors trained 
during the war have been helping 
strain school budgets by seeking 
more graduate and postgraduate 
education. 

Meanwhile, experts point out 
that it will take many years to 
assemble the faculties and facili- 
ties necessary to give good med- 
ical instruction t@ the increased 
number of students, whether the 
ultimate solution is expansion of 
existing schools or construction of 
new ones. The “thin, gray line 
of professors” now doing the 
teaching is doing all it can handle. 

Without specifying the over-all 
amount of money which would be 
provided, the Administration bill 
would give each medical school 
$300 for each student it has had, 
on an average, in the last three 
years. To encourage schools to 
boost their enrollments as ‘much 
as possible, $1700 would be pro- 
vided for each student above that 
average figure. 

Dental, nursing, public health 
and sanitary engineering schools 
would receive grants on a similar 
basis, and special provisions are 
made to encourage training of 
practical nurses. Money also 
would be provided-to assist in the 
construction of new schools. 

Federal money would be given 
to states to help make full schol- 
arships available to needy stu- 
dents, but no upper limit for the 
number of such scholarships is 
included. In return for their free 
education, scholarship students 
would have to serve in an under- 
doctored area or in a _ federal 
health service for one or two years 
after graduation. The Dill pro- 
vides that medical schools must be 
left free to decide for themselves

Costs Rising Steadily. 

The cost of medical education, 
already by far the most expensive 
form of instruction, is rising stead- 
ily. Students next fall will find 
their annual tuition has been 
raised $100 to $700 or $800 at many 
echools. After receiving their 
M.D. degrees, the students will 
have to find enough money to pay 
most of the cost of supporting 
themselves for at least three to 
five years more education as hos- 
pital interns.

Call for New Departments. 


Costs of medical education have 
been skyrocketing in the last few 
years. In addition to the general 
increase in wages and prices of 
materials, medical schools are 
being asked to add many new de- 
partments to keep up with ad- 
vances in medical science. Virtu- 
ally every medical school in the 
country needs large amounts of 
money in order to educate. its 
students adequately in such fields 
as psychiatry, industrial and pre- 
ventive medicine, dermatology, 
medical sociology and biophysics. 

Meanwhile, medicine is becom- 
ing more and more complicated 
as more and more information 
about the workings of the human 
body is pieced together. That 
means more and more education 
for graduate and postgraduate 
students, at least some of which 
the medical schools must pay for. 

The straw which is threatening 
to break the camel’s back is, par- 
adoxically, the large amount of 
money flowing into medical 
schools for special research proj- 
ects on such diseases as cancer, 
infantile paralysis and heart dis- 
ease. Every time a school receives 
such a research grant, it has to 
pay for heat and light and pro- 
vide space to house the persons 
working on it. It has telephone 
bills, library costs, secretarial 
services, accounting, and ordering 
of supplies to worry about.

June, the school had $545,629 in 
such grants, and had to pay some 
$90,000 to $100,000 of its own to 
house and take care of them.

come of Russia’s overtures to end 
the Berlin blockade. There is, of 
course, an upsurge of optimism, 
but many diplomats are reacting 
like the burnt child toward a hot 
stove. 

A survey of a representative 
cross-section of diplomats at Lake 
Success reveals two recurring 
questions: 

1.Is Russia offering to lift 
its own blockade as a way to 
escape the consequences of the 
three - power Allied counter- 
blockade which has tightened a 
stranglehold on the Soviet zone 
of Germany? 

2. Is the firm intent of Brit- 
ain, France and the United 
States to spurn a unified Ger- 

many and set up a west German 
state the real target of the Sov- 
iet gesture? 

Many here believe so. They see 
the west German state as the 
long-term objective behind the 
Soviet overtures. 

Russia seeks a single govern- 
ment for all Germany. Its objec- 
tions to partition of west Germany 
by the western powers have often 
been undervalued as a funda- 
mental cause of the Berlin crisis. 

Thus, it is reasonable to assume 
that the Soviet aim is a meeting 
of the Council of Foreign Ministers 
at which this question of Ger- 
many’s Government can be re- 
opened, but unless there is an 
abrupt shift in western policy, the 
Russians will be badly disap- 
pointed if they plan to wreck the 
west German Government plan by 
maneuvers at any forthcoming 
meeting. Neither the Americans 
nor the British will suspend their 
work toward a west German state 
as the price for lifting the western 
blockade. . 

Another session of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers might well ex- 
plode, as a matter of fact, into a 
new east-west crisis on the issue 
of unification versus partition.

Furthermore, the all-important 
Shanghai Power Co. and French 
Tramway Co. plus numerous 
smaller public utility plants in 
Shanghai’s suburbs, are all run- 
ning on petroleum products fi- 
nanced by ECA. 

Shanghai’s biggest single indus- 
try is its cotton factories employ- 
ing roughly 150,000-workers who 
provide a livelihood for more than 
750,000 persons here. ECA at pres- 
ent supplies roughly 60 per cent 
of the raw cotton keeping these 
workers employed. 


If the Communists take Shang- 
hai now they can grab more than 
$12,000,000 worth of ECA supplies 
at present in the city, but, con- 
sidering Shanghai’s needs, the 
ECA stocks soon would be ex- 
hausted. Thus the Communists 
would be forced to provide all the 
needs of the world’s fourth larg- 
est city from their own resources 
— or administer a city which 
would be a liability rather than 
an asset for the time being. 

Food Critical Item. 

Shanghai’s most critical item is 
food. China has no large re- 
serves of rice and wheat carried 
over from year to year. Each 
year at this time stocks run low 
as the country waits for the ripen- 
ing of the new rice crop. 

One of the possible explanations 
for the slowdown of the Red Army 
advance, after the initial rapid 
crossing of the Yangtze, is the 
shortage of food in the country- 
side. 

Red Arty commanders are un- 
able to depend on local peasants 
for food and must bring up sup- 
plies from stockpiles in the rear. 
If the Communists were to add 
Shanghai’s millions to their supply 
problem, they must soon produce 
quantities of food which are not 
believed to be available anywhere 
in China today. ; 

If supplies are stored in Man- 
churia it would require much time 
plus a considerable shipping fleet 
to bring them south to Shanghai.

HANGHAI is living largely off American bounty—a fact that 
may delay the Communist takeover of China’s largest and most 
troublesome city. America’s Economic Co-operation Administra- 
tion has announced suspension of aid to Shanghai. It also has stated 
that all supplies will be cut off if and when the Chinese Communists 
move in. The question here is whether the Communists now feel 
prepared and able to feed Shanghai’s more than 5,000,000 citizens and 
provide petroleum and cotton to run the city’s public utilities and 


serve of rice which the ECA has 
brought to Shanghai can only feed 
the city for less than a week. 
Many here are hoarding their own 
individual reserve of food, but 
these do not include the millions 
— live on the brink of starva- 
ion. 


Power: Situation. 


The Shanghai area uses a 
monthly total of roughly $3,500,000 
worth of imported petroleum prod- 
ucts, now all financed by ECA. 
Present stocks provided by ECA 
total only slightly more than 
$2,800,000 worth. The biggest con- 
sumer is the Shanghai Power Co., 
using 30,000 tons of fuel oil 
monthly. 


The Communists could with dif- 
ficulty reconvert the power plant 
to burn coal from North China, 
‘but meanwhile they would face 
the prospect of Shanghai industry 
going dead for lack of power un- 
less they could provide necessary 
foreign exchange to buy petro- 
leum. The Communists are be- 
lieved to be lacking in necessary 
pounds and dollars at present. 

The easiest headache for the 
Communists to solve would prob- 
ably be to supply raw cotton. 
Shanghai’s 1,500,000 operable spin- 
dles, working at 17 per cent ca- 
pacity, use 15,000 bales of raw 
cotton weekly. The Communists 
could use the estimated 500,000 to 
1,000,000 bales of cotton trapped 
in the interior of the country for 
the last three years due to the 
civil war. Cloth would be coarser 
and weaker due to the shorter 
staple Chinese cotton, compared to 
Indian, Egyptian and American 
cotton, which ECA has now 
stopped shipping, but it would 
supply China’s most urgent needs. 

It is clear that the Communist 
armies now have the military ca- 
pacity to move in on Shanghai 
any time they choose,

Into the Open 


The nauseous story of how at least 33 Illinois 
editors and publishers took places on the state 
payroll in the Green Administration has finally 
been sent all over the country. , 

It was printed first, April 14, in the Post- 
Dispatch and the Chicago Daily News. The next 
day we carried a leading editorial entitled, “Be- 
trayal by the Press,” and a Fitzpatrick cartoon 
showing the dollar sign “gravy train” across the 
free press. The Star-Times printed an editorial, 
“Venal Papers in. Illinois.” 

The disclosure produced mixed reaction in II- 
linois. Newspapers like the Decatur Herald and 
the Carmi Democrat-Tribune passed the facts to 
their readers. The latter printed a forthright 
denunciation of the tie-up and put over it the 
strong title, “The ‘Fee-dom’ of the Press.” 

On the other side, the Olney Daily Mail pro- 
tested that it had been “libelled,” when the 
Post-Dispatch told that William R. McCauley of 
that paper received $41,281 from 1941 to Jan. 15 
last as “investigator for the State Auditor.” 

This depressing breakdown in profeégsional 
journalistic morals then entered a period in 
which nothing happened and little if anything 
at all was said. Editor & Publisher, issue for 
April 23, took notice of it with quotations from 
those who had been on the state payroll. Its 
heading read: ‘Illinois Editors Defend Employ- 
ment by State.” 

Then came a thunderbolt. The Washington 
Post, on April 27, became, so far as we know, 
the first large newspaper outside St. Louis and 
Chicago to take notice of this alliance between a 
political organization and a large part of the 
Illinois downstate press. That editorial appears 
under today’s cartoon with its original title, 
“The Silent Press.” 

With this blow the conspiracy of silence 
cracked wide open. The Associated Press, two 
weeks lacking one day after the facts were first 
printed, sent them to member newspapers in 
every iarge city in the country. Giving the 
criticized editors and publishers a chartce to de- 
fend themselves, the extended AP dispatch 
quoted Dwight Green as well. The Governor 
who was swept from office last November fol- 
lowing disclosures of bribery, payroll padding 
and corruption said, “Many of the gentlemen 
listed held prominent positions in the Adminis- 
tration and rendered conspicuous public service.” 

This is the attempted justification of those 
who took state money. For example, Sam Little 
of the Hillsboro Journal, who got $10,747 as a 
highway “field investigator,” says: 

I worked for that money. I[ visited all 
newspapers from Montgomery and Ma- 
coupin counties southward, in an advisory 
capacity on state publication laws and meth- 
ods of improving the newspapers. 

This is, of course, no justification at all. The 
Hillsboro editor was supposed to do something 
for the Highway Department; by his own state- 
ment his work was of another sort. But that 
is only a small part of what was. wrong with 
such an alliance with the state payroll. Every 
editor worthy of his trust knows what was 
wrong: Papers whose editors and publishers 
are subsidized even in part by a political ma- 
chine are not going to expose that machine. 

That was proved last year when many local 
Illinois papers kept silent. Free editors would 
have spoken out. Fortunately, the facts about 
the Green Administration reached their readers 
from the outside. 

here is no defense for what these editors did. 
They would have 
betrayed them just as much if they had been 
Democrats in a Democratic administration. 

This is a shameful chapter in American jour- 
nalism and the failure of the press nationally to 
take it up promptly is a second blot. American 
newspapers will have to be truer to the people 
than this if they are to deserve their freedom.

Not the Way to Protect Children

Can’t the Governor take it? 
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Where the Credit Goes 

The four Railroad Brotherhoods and the 
Frisco Railroad could have earned some credit 
if they had voluntarily done away with job dis- 
crimination against Negroes. They didn’t do 
away with it until court action was brought 
against them, and their hurry to do it then indi- 
cates that they knew they were on the wrong side 
of jusi:ce all along. 

There was no reason for them not to know it. 
It is two years since the Supreme Court of the 
United States handed down a decision that it is 
illegal for unions and railroads to agree to bar 
Negroes from certain jobs. Racial bars in labor 
contracts have been a blot on the record of trade 
unions ever since they were first put there. 

Credit for the progressive move on the Frisco 
belongs, therefore, neither to the brotherhoods 
nor to the management, but to five Negroes who 


as individuals had the courage and the deter- 


mination to fight for what they knew was fair— 
and to win it. They are James L. Tillman of 
Oklahoma City, Abe Smith of Memphis, Tenn., 
and Theodore E.-Harper, James L. Howard and 
N. L. Bogan of Birmingham, Ala.

The historical facts refute everything he says 
today. His military hopes are unfounded, his 
political judgment is disastrous. Chiang had 
better forget his personal fortunes, and permit 
new leadership which China so sorely needs. 
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You Can Go Home Again 

There is something about a small town that 
never gets out of the heart of a man who was 
brought up in one. But if many of his years 
have been cast in cities, the small town may 
get out of his habits. Though he loves it, as he 
grows older he may love it awkwardly, and self- 
consciously, and at the same time as he longs to 
go home again he may dread it a little too. 

So it ought to be an encouragement to un- 
regenerate small-town people in cities every- 
where to see Bernard Baruch stand in Hampton 
Park, in his native Camden, S. C., and talk to 
his townspeople.

It has been as much of a shock to us as 
to any of our readers to see the evidence 
of political venality among a number of 
smalitown newspaper editors and publish- 
ers in Llinois. 

At least 33 have been named who at one 
time or another during the ousted Green 
administration in that state were on the 
state payroll. Some of them may have per- 
formed certain services to earn their pay. 

In other cases checks paid out of the 
state’s treasury were obviously compensa- 
tion for sale of influence. One publisher 
received $850 as a “public works laborer.”

Several other editors and publishers re- 
Jarger amounts as “messenger- 
clerks.” Those carried on the payroll as 
“investigators” gathered in five-figure sums 


over several years.

As a matter of fact, the ethics of every

makes all the more infuriating the treat- 
ment of this story. : 

It was broken in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch and the Chicago Daily News on 
April 14. Until the Washington Post heard 
about it, no other newspaper, so far as we 
can find out, at least none outside of the 
IHinois region, picked it up. Nor did either 
of the two chief wire services convey the 
story as far as Washington, if they carried 
it at all. : 

At best this looks like crass indiffer- 
ence to a particularly juicy bit of news. At 
worst it looks like a cover-up of scandal 
within the family. 

We cannot approve of either. The news- 
paper press, by virtue of the First Amend- 
ment, claims special status as a pillar of 
free and honest government. By the same 
token it has special obligations. Among 
these is the duty not to keep its own dirty 
linen from public view. 

Nothing can more surely damage the rep- 
utation of the American press for honesty 
and accuracy than failure to acknowledge 
promptly and openly its own faults. 


April’s Lowly Yellow Wonder

It is as sure as a first leaf on a lilac 
bush that man returns to earth each 
spring like one returned from long absence, 
as an exile gratified with escape from a 
gray land. However, man in April is more 
impatient than calmer animals who are 
better oriented to earth and her slow 
motions of seasonal change. Spring, to a 
suburbanite, is always a sweet slowpoke 
who might, just as well as not, get things 
going a lot earlier than she does. In va- 
rious ways of nursed crocus and daffodil, 
of lawn fertilizer and a spade around peach 
trees, the bemused acre-owner tries to 
hasten color and blossom into the land- 
scape. 

Absorbed in this hasty pursuit of culti- 
vated petals, man, we have noted, neglects 
an early flower that has neither to be 
planted nor coaxed. For the delightful 
dandelion is now starring green aisles of 
parkways and, to the eye of any true be- 
holder, is beautifying lawns with manifold 
golden disks. We have long felt that the 
dandelion needs defenders and praise.

Poets, chanters of so much of April’s an- 
nual efforts, are silent about dandelions. 
Wordsworth, for instance, could croon 
about celandine and get beclouded over 
daffodils, but if there was ever a dandelion 
around Dove Cottage, it never won even 
honorary mention. And one feels certain 
that the dandelion knew the Lake Country, 
for the dandelion, one of the earliest ex- 
ponents of the age of flight, gets around— 
and without the aid of seed catalogues. 

We recently consulted a “garden book” 
to find. out exactly how floral experts rated 
the lowly yellow wonder of April’s sturdy 
dandelions. We read that the dandelion 
was a weed which had certain cannibal- 
istic uses in its green state and that it 
might be handily killed in any lawny 
expanse by thrusting “a skewer dipped in 
carbolic acid into the heart of the plant.” 
An ostensibly human race that can plan 
such cruel methods of “dandecide” is, we 
believe, unworthy of April and deserves to 
have its coddled daffodils frost-nipped and 
its petted croci crushed. 


America’s Untouchables

Affairs subcommittee embodying a $90,000,- 
000 program of help to the Navajos and 
Hopis represents a belated effort to dis- 
charge the national responsibility to these 
people. 

In times when meum and tuum between 
peoples was decided by might, it was 
inevitable that the white man would take 
rich. America away from its feebler pos- 
sessors. Only recently has our national 
conscience awakened to the process of 
robbery, fraud and debauchery by which 
this was achieved. Only now are we be- 
ginning to feel shame over the fact that 
our bad faith toward the Indians continues; 
with tribe after tribe we are still neglect- 
ing to honor solemn treaties. 

The Navajos are a conspicuous example. 
This is the largest tribe in the United 
States. In 1868 they ceased to become a

trouble to the Southwest. In return, the 
nation made them explicit promises which 
have never been kept. On their reserva- 
tion, vast but arid land that remained 
theirs only because it is so poor white 
men did not want it, the Navajos have 
been going from bad to worse. win- 
ter’s snows left them in a pitiable con- 
dition. Large numbers of their sheep, 
their principal dependence, including most 
of the lambs, were killed. They are in 
dire need of relief. . 

More than relief is needed to ‘solve the 
Indian problem. Unless they are always 
to be’ recipients of relief they must be 
raised to the status of ordinary Americans. 
In their present circumstances they have 
no chance to reach this; they need a great 
deal of help. This will need much money 
and an equal amount of intelligence. The 
Navajo-Hopi program is only a beginning. 


Between Book Ends 


150 Years of Russian Poetry 


A TREASURY OF RUSSIAN VERSE, Edited by Avrahm 
Yarmolinsky. (The Macmillan Co., 3/4 pgs:, $5.) 


The accessibility of true world literature 
has been steadily broadened by the sort 
of scholarship of which this volume is 
@ substantial example. Its editor, born in 
Russia and since 1922 a naturalized citizen 
of the United States, has for 30 years been 
Chief of the Slavonic division of the New 
York Public Library and has taught Rus- 
sian language and literature at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York and at Co- 
lumbia University. His notable qualifica- 
tions for the task of spreading knowledge 
and understanding of Russian writers and 

writings have been 
shown in a number 
of works already 
published: “Turgen- 
ev, the Man, His Art 
and His Age;” “Dos- 
toevsky, a  Life;” 
“The Poems, Prose 
and Plays of Alex- 
ander Pushkin,” etc. 
As author, editor, 
critic and biographer 
he has added lasting- 
ly to the literature of 
enlightenment. 


As its title sug- 
: gests, “A Treasury of 
Yatmolinsky Russian Verse” is a 
collection of poems. They have been chcsen 
from the poetry produced in Russia during 
the last 150 years, “when Russian literature 
was passing out of the awkward age to our 
own day.” A few long poems are included, 
such as Pushkin’s “Tale of the Golden 
Cockrell” (the inspiration for Rimsky- 
Korsakov’s “Coq d’Or”) and the full text of 
Blok’s noted “The Twelve,” considered “the 
outstanding poem of the Russian revolu- 
tion.” About two thirds of the nearly 300 
poems in the collection appeared in Im- 
perial Russia; the rest are the work of 
Soviet poets. ; 


Here, compactly arranged, is the most 
comprehensive anthology of Russian verse 
yet made. Classicism, romanticism and 
symbolism are of ‘course represented, as 
well as prosodic oddities such as “futurism” — 
and “acmeizm.” There is wide variety in 


‘subject matter, from satire to fantasy and 


apocalyptic visions. And in personalities 
also, from giants like Lermontov and Push- 
kin and—among today’s Soviet poets—Pas- 
ternak, to Belmont (“the Narcissus of the 
ink bottle”), Krylov (“the Russian La 
Fontaine”), and others. 


A 30-page introduction by Dr. Yarmo- 
linsky succinctly surveys the rise of Rus- 
sian poetry, and the collection’s apparatus 
includes excellent biographical notes and 
that final mark of the well-made book, an 
index of titles and authors. ™ 

If it is true that “with knowledge comes 
understanding, and with understanding 
comes friendship,” this volume of sensi- 
tive translations (all are by established 
poets) deserves shelf room wherever li- 
braries level ideological barriers and invite. 
community of hearts and minds.

TWO OPERAS GIVEN 
BY GUILD WORKSHOP 


Singers Disclose. Pleasing 
Voices—Orchestra Empha- 
sizes Dramatic Plot.

The St. Louis Opera Guild Work- 
shop presented its second and final 
bill of the present season last 
night in the Hanley Junior High 
School Auditorium. “Cox and 
Box” a slight but tuneful piece by 
Arthur Sullivan was the curtain 
raiser. It was followed by “The 
Devil and Daniel Webster” a short 
opera based on a story by Stephen 
Vincent Benet with music by 
Douglas Moore, the American 
composer. 

The performances were not as 
effective as in the preceding 
Workshop productions and for 
plainly apparent reasons. The 
operas themselves were weaker, 
musically, and both were devoid of 
an important love interest. Then 
again both pieces were of the 
singspiel type with the music fre- 
quently interrupted by stretches 
of speken dialogue. This required 
a more professional sense of tim- 
ing and crispness of diction than 
the young student artists were 
able to command. They were bet- 
ter singers than actors. 

Nelson Magill, Aaron Carver and 
Roy Hill disclosed agreeable voices 
and sang their parts quite accept- 
ably in “Cox and Box.” The music 
too, though hardly up to the stand- 
ard of “Iolanthe” or “The Mikado,” 
had a recognizable Sullivanesque 
felicity. ‘The farcical plot, how- 
ever, cried out for a farcical treat- 
ment with the action clear, fast, 
broad and timed to the split sec- 
ond. 

“The Devil and Daniel Web- 
ster” had many interesting* fea- 
tures. The character of the music 
was well adapted to the home- 
spun, early American reworking 
of the Faust legend, the orchestra 
was often used with telling effect 
to emphasize the dramatic move- 
ment of the plot, and the vocal 
parts were frequently expressive 
without falling into banalities. It 
was dramatic music though, 
rather than lyric. Paul Glor as 
Daniel Webster ana Douglass 
Warren as Old Scratch easily cap- 
tured the individual honors of the 
evening and the signing of the 12 
citizens of Hell who comprised 
the jury was precise and robust. 
Edward Murphy conducted both 
performances. He enacted an 
alert, ‘well-balanced performance 
from the orchestra and provided 
as much propulsion to the dra- 
matic movement as was possible. 
Bernard Ferguson was in general 
charge of the productions. Sets 
were designed by Wiley Hance, 
Aurelia Gerhard and Frank Roth.

Professor of Classica] Lan- 
guages Taught at St. Louis 
21 Years. 


The Rev. James A. Kleist, —_ 
a 


St. Louis University and a noted 


ti scholar in his field, died today of 


a heart ailment at Desloge Hos- 
pital. He was 76 years old and 
had taught at the university for 
21 years. 

Father Kleist, who was born in 
Hindenburg, Silesia, Germany, al- 
ready had achieved distinction in 
his field when he began his the- 
ological studies here in 1902. He 
founded the Classical Bulletin in 
1923 and edited it until 1945. His 
eaily publications included “Hints 
on Latin Style” and “A Short 
Grammar of Classical Greek,” 
which he adapted from a German 
scholar’s work. 

He edited in Greek and anno- 
tated “The Cospe? of St. Mark” 
and “St. Peter” and wrote two 
volumes called “Ancient Christian 
Writers,” including the epistles of 
St. Clement of Rome and St. Ig- 
natius of Antioch. 

At the time of his death he was 
one of a group of scholars in var- 
ious parts of the world who were 
revising the English translation 
of the New Testament and the 
Book of Psalms.

In North China and Manchuria 
the Communists frequently occu- 
pied the countryside surrounding 
the major cities but delayed final 
attacks on these centers until they 
had food stockpiled to feed them. 
They thereby insured a more -fa- 
vorable immediate popular recep- 
tion as compared to that accruing 
from frequent scarcity under Na- 
tionalist rule. 

The food picture in the rich 
Yangtze delta won’t greatly im- 
prove before midsummer when the 
first rice crop is harvested. 

The Communists have two 
choices: They can either isolate 
Shanghai on its peninsula and 
wait for a final attack until they 
are better prepared or they can 
gamble on trying now to solve 
the almost insuperable problems 
of China’s .largest metropolis — 
without the ECA aid which alone 
kept the city relatively stable for 


‘the Nationalists. 


In any event, the people of 
Shanghai are convinced that they 
face the ugliest future within 


memory.

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GLOBE ARTICHOKE 
MAINE OF ITALY 


Brought to America by Ital- 
ian Families More Than 
50 Years Ago. 


If you are a Latin, or if your 
family originated in southern Eu- 
rope, you have long been familiar 


with the joy of eating artichokes. 
The pleasure can be yours from 
now to the middle of May. 

The globe artichoke is the flow- 
er bud of a large and handsome 
thistle-like plant which grows in 
California within sound of the Pa- 
cific surf. No other part of the 
United States is so perfectly adapt- 
ed to artichoke culture as this 
western coastal area. The climate 
must be moist and cool in the 
summer, and as nearly frost free 
as possible in the winter. The 
buds are easily damaged by low 
temperatures. Italian families 
brought the artichoke to Califor- 
nia for their home gardens and 
planted the first commercial crop 
in the Half Moon bay area about 
50 years ago. 

If you are not in the habit of 
serving artichokes, it may be be- 
cause you haven’t been properly 
introduced to them. They are de- 
licious. There is nothing difficult 
about choosing them in the mar- 
ket, nor about preparing, serving 
and eating them. Begin with the 
simple directions which follow and 
include artichokes in your menus 
today. Your family will enjoy 
them. Don't let an artichoke baffle 
you! 

And don’t be misled. Even 
though artichokes are so good, and 
are fun to eat, they are valuable 
nutritionally, too. They rank fa- 
vorably among other vegetables as 
sources of-iron, calcium and thia- 
min—all important factors in the 
diet. 

Buying and Preparation. 

Size is a matter of choice, al- 
though you will notice that small 
to medium sizes dre preferred by 
the Italian and French families. 
Allow one artichoke to a serving. 
If they are unusually large, split 
each in half lengthwise for two 
servings. Choose smooth, green, 
heavy, tightly closed buds. 

Wash thoroughly. Cut off stem, 
about one inch from the base, 
leaving a stub. Cut off about an 
inch of the top, cutting straight 
across with a sharp knife on a 
cutting board. Pull off any heavy, 
loose leaves around the bottom, 
and with scissors clip off the 
thorny tip of each leaf.’ The cut 
surfaces will darken when exposed 
to air, so prepare artichokes just 
before cooking. 

Artichokes Western Style. 

Drop~—artichokes into a large 
kettle of boiling, salted water. Sea- 
eon by adding a smal] clove of 
garlic, one thick slice of lemon and 
one tablespoon olive oil (or other

Serving the Vegetable. 

As a Hot Vegetable. Place 
cooked artichoke upright on a 
salad plate. Serve with hot melted 
butter or margarine, mayonnaise 
or Hollandaise sauce. Place sauce 
in crisp lettuce cup, small crinkled 
paper cup, or tiny bowl such as a 
small custard cup. 

As a Salad. Drain cooked arti- 
choke and chill. Place upright on 
a salad plate and serve with may- 
onnaise blended with lemon juice 
and prepared mustard. Western- 
ers often serve artichokes as an 
appetizer. 

To eat artichokes properly, pull 
off the leaves (petals) one by one 
and dip the base (the light-colored 
end) into the sauce. Eat only the 
tender part of the leaf by drawing 
it between the teeth. Discard the 
remaining less tender tip. Con- 
tinue with leaf after leaf until you 
come to the fuzzy center or 
“choke.” Remove -the “choke” 
with a knife and fork and discard 
it. Cut the heart into bite-sized 
pieces with fork, dip into sauce, 
and eat. 


FEDERAL GRADED MEAT NOW 
TO HAVE VEAL, CALF STAMPS 


The disignations “veal” and 
“calf” are now being added to 
quality stamps on Meat graded 
under Federal supervision, 

These additions to the grade 
stamps have been made by the 
Livestock Branch of United States 
Department of Agriculture’s Pro- 
duction and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, to assist meat buyers in 
making their selections. 

Both veal and calf are popular 
with homemakers because they 
come in small tender cuts which 
may be prepaered readily. Veal, 
which comes from young animals 
usually less than 14 weeks old, is 
produced principally on milk and 
milk substitutes. It is fine in tex- 
ture and has a’light pinkish brown 
color. Calf is from animals be- 
tween the veal and beef stages. 
Calf flesh is firmer and coarser 


‘jin texture than veal; it is deeper 


red in color, and the fat is usually 
whiter. 
The distinction between calf and 
veal did not become important in 
federal standards until after 
World War II. During the war 
period of compulsory meat grad- 
ing meat buyers were given their 
first opportunity to purchase meat 
graded in accordance with @ na- 
tion-wide standard. This greatly 
increased the interest of con- 
sumers in Meat quality and other 
meat characteristics such as the 
difference between calf and veal. 
Beef, lamb, and mutton, as well 
as calf and veal, may now be pur- 
chased by Federal grade. The 


three grades of meat usually seen 
in retail shops are Choice, Good 
and Commercial. These grades 
provide a wide range in meat

Creamed Miclieeonss and Eggs Fill 
This Different-Flavored Noodle Ring

Eggs top the foods which are 
expected to be in plentiful supply 
during May. Farm flocks, we are 
told, produced more than six bil- 
lion eggs during the month of 
March. This is 8 per cent above 
the 1937-47 10-year average. 

Thrifty housewives will want to 
take advantage of this allround 
food. Eggs are gregarious, They 
mix well with other foods. They 
take kindly to ‘beverages, breads, 
cakes, salads, dressings, soups and 
sauces. A good way to dresg up 
a plain soup or broth, Chinese- 
fashion, is to beat up an egg and 
stir it into the hot broth. The 
liquid will curdle the egg and give 
a kind of grated effect, intriguing 
as well as healthful, 

Creamed eggs and mushrooms in 
noodle ring provide an appetizing 
main dish. With a mixed green 
salad or, if the family prefers, a 
fresh lettuce-vegetable’ salad, a 
drink and a dessert, dinner has 
eye as well as appetite appeal. 

Noodle Cheese Ring. 

One six-ounce package broad 
noodles, three eggs,’ one cup milk, 
one and one-half cups grated 
cheddar cheese, one teaspoon salt, 
dash of pepper. 

Break noodles in one-inch pieces; 
cook in boiling, salted water until 
tender. Drain and rinse with cold 
water. Beat eggs. Scald milk and 
add slowly to beaten eggs, stirring 
all the gvhile. Add to noodles with 
cheese and seasonings and pour 
into a greased ring mold. Set in 
a pan of hot water and bake in a 
very moderate oven (325 degrees) 
for 45 minutes. Unmold and fill

Creamed Eggs and Mushrooms. 
One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine, one-half cup flour, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-eighth 
oz. can tomato sauce, two cups 
milk, one cup beer, six hard-cooked 
eggs, one small can mushrooms. 
Melt butter or margarine over 
low heat. Blend with flour, and 
salt, add tomato sauce, milk and 
beer. Cook stirring constantly 
until thick and smooth. Add eggs 
and mushrooms. Makes six serv- 
ings. 
Poulette Sauce, 


This sauce is excellent for meat 
and vegetables. Orange juice may 
be substituted for the cream. 


Two tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, dash of pepper, one cup 
chicken stock, one-third cup 
cream, one egg yolk, one teaspoon 
lemon juice. 


Melt butter, add flour and sea- 
sonings. Blend well, then add 
stock, stirring constantly. Boil for 
two minutes, then add cream. Stir 
in egg yolk. just before serving 
and season with lemon juice. 


Cheese and beer provide flavor for this low-cost main dish made with plentiful eggs. 


Curried Eggs With Fried Rice. 

One-fourth cup butter, one cup 
rice, two cups boiling water, one 
teaspoon salt. 

Cook raw rice slowly in butter 
until golden brown, stirring fre- 
quently. Add water. Cover close- 
ly and cook slowly until tender, 
about 15 minutes. Remove cover. 
Add salt and continue cooking 
until dry. Press into ring mold 
to shape. Turn out on platter. 


Curried Eggs. 

Six hard cooked eggs, two table- 
spoons butter, two tablespoons 
minced onion, one-fourth cup 
flour, two teaspoons curry powder, 
one teaspoon salt, dash of cayenne, 
liquid from canned asparagus or 
water plus evaporated milk to 
make two cups, one No. 2 can 
green asparagus. 

Cook onion slowly in butter 
about five minutes. Stir in flour 
slowly, then the curry powder, salt 
and cayenne. Add liquid from as- 
paragus mixed with evaporated 
milk. Cook until thickened. Heat 
asparagus in butter. Fill center 
of rice ring with halved eggs, 
pour sauce over them, and arrange 
heated asparagus around ring. 
Yield, 6 servings.

Properly prepared cabbage is 
one of the best vegetables, both 
in flavor and nutrition. Cooked 
properly, or eaten raw, it is one 
of the least expensive, good vege- 
table sources of Vitamin C. This 
is the vitamin which plays an 
essential part in the formation of 
the teeth and bones, increases re- 
sistance to infection, and promotes 
firm gums. 

In order for cabbage to live up 
to its good reputation, however, 
serve it raw or cook it quickly, 
just long enough to make it pala- 
table. Cooked properly, it is a 
bright, appetizing green color and 
very mild flavored, with no evil 
odors arising from the kettle. 

There is no better hot vegetable 
than Quick Cabbage.

It is in- 
tended to make available to needy 
veterans and their families any 
care or relief necessary in addi- . . & 
tion to that provided by programs : ' 
administered by the state and 
United Stetes governments. 

McAdow’s Proposal. 

The McAdow proposal, in the 
form of a constitutional amend- 
ment subject to adoption by vot- 
ers of the state, would provide 
bonus payments for Missourians 
of $10 a month for domestic serv- 
ice and $15 a month for foreign 
service in World War II. The 
maximum for domestic service is 
fixed at $400, and the top payments 
for foreign service at $500. 

State bonds would be issued to 
meet the payments. Numerous 
special taxes are proposed for 
retirement of the bonds, payment 
of interest and administration 
expense, 

These proposed taxes include 
doubling of the present state in- 
come tax of 2 per cent on taxable: 
income of corporations; a 10 per 
cent luxury tax on sale of items 
such as jewelry, furs, luggage 
and sporting goods; a 10 per 
cent tax on sales of mechanical 
amusement devices; a 5 per cent 
tax on vending machines; a 1 per 
cent tax en -sale of all tobacco 
products; and liquor taxes of 15 
cents a barrel on beer, 20 cents 
a gallon on intoxicating liquor 
and 10 cents a gallon on wine 
sold in Missouri. 

Estimates of the cost of this 
bonus plan have varied from 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000, includ- 
ing bond interest and administra- 
tion.

“Dr. Crane, we live on a farm and haven’t much money,” 


she said, “so it is unlikely that our boys will ever get to attend 


college. 
“I never went beyond high school myself, but I have always 


been a great admirer of education. So, can you suggest any 
method which the boys and I might employ for improving our 
knowledge?”

ALWAYS REMEMBER that knowledge is not locked up 


in college classrooms. The farmer who never graduated from 


the eighth grade, can be a nature scientist if he simply uses 
his “horse sense” and carefully takes note of his surroundings. 
Plant and animal breeding, the production of hybrid corn and 
other grain, the determination of sex—fhese are subjects with- 
in his immediate daily observation, if he but keeps his eyes 
open and records facts. Almost all the materials from which 
Luther Burbank became such a great horticultural scientist, 
bud and blossom around the farmer each year. Most of us, 
however, are too blind or indolent to avail ourselves of our 


opportunities.

IN MEDICAL SCHOOL, we employ what are called “prac- 
tical examinations.” In the anatomy quis, for instance, various 
parts of the body will be placed on tables around the room, 
with numbered cards tied to each part. The students are given 
one minute to study item tagged No. 1, and then must record 
whether it is a spleen or kidney, etc., after which they move on 
to item labeled No. 2. Again they spend 60 seconds studying 
the tagged object, after which they record their guess, and 
then move to No. 3. -. 
Naomi can have a lot of fun, besides educating herself and 
her children, through conducting such “practical examinations” 
with reference to leaves of trees. | 
Suppose she selects leaves from 25 different trees in her 
locality, ties a string to each leaf with tag attached, and then 
numbers them from 1 to 25.

This would suggest that these 
steak-and-potatoes men have 
arrived at the college age without 
the benefit of wholesome variety 
at the home table, and lacking in 
the ministrations of a good cook. 
The reason for hating eggplant, 
hot slaw and other things is very 
simple—these youngsters never 
tasted them as cooked by an ex- 


pert. 


There are a variety of ways to 


cook eggplant. Most of it is simply 

sliced and fried and, personally, 

I'll take a piece of wallboard. 
But it is mighty tasty like this:

Skin an egg plant and cut it up 
into cubes. Don’t go in for any 
of that bunk about soaking it.in 
water or pressing it in a cloth. 
Just let it alone. Put the cubes 
in a small amount of water with 
a little salt and boil them eight 
minutes, Watch your dish. Over- 
cooking it will ruin the job be- 
fore you are fairly under way. 
Drain. Chop up two medium sized 
green peppers and two medium 
sized onions and cook them in 
butter until they are tender. Add 
to the egg plant. Stir. Pour in 
the drained contents of a can of 
tomatoes, well chopped. Now this 
goes into a casserole. Sprinkle 
with buttered bread crumbs, put 
the lid on and bake in a 350-degree 
oven for a half hour. Remove the 
lid, dot the top with butter and 
put back in the oven to brown. 
Try that and take back those

disease? My husband, who 
is 29, has the disease, and has 
been told nothing can be done. He 
refuses to see a doctor because he 
is afraid the doctor will stop him 
from working. Being a dairy farm- 
er, he must load and unload about 
90 cans of milk a day, yet he 
seems happiest when he is work- 
ing. He has times when he doesn’t 
feel well and has to lay down and 
take a nap. At this stage of the 
game I am almost a nervous 
wreck—can you suggest some- 
thing?”—Mrs. J. 

Rheumatic heart is a serious 
type of heart disease. However, 
this condition is not hopeless by 
any means. Physical exercise 
which puts a burden on an al- 
ready injured heart can only make 
the situation worse. In rheumatic 
heart disease it is usually neces- 
sary for the patient to adjust his 
activities to fit the capacity of his 
heart’s ability to work. 

Use whatever means that are 
necessary, but make your husband 
go to a heart specialist.’ The doc- 
tor will probably tell him to stop 
work. Remember, his: life may be 
at stake, and he will be able to 
do some useful labor later on. 
The disease is best treated in its 
early stages; if it is arrested then, 
the patient is usually able to live 
a comparatively normal life.

‘Fingers Were Made Before Forks’ 

HE spectacle of Henry VIII, 
7 king of England, eating a 

chicken by tearing it apart 
and tossing the gnawed bones 
over his shoulder, dramatized for 
all who saw a certain motion pic- 
ture the truth of this old saying 
that “fingers were made before 
forks!” 

Henry’s excesses with nature’s 
tools were not entirely new. Many 
centuries before him, the Latin 
writer, Ovid made the following 
comment: “Manners in eating 
count for something.” 

The saying that “fingers were 
made before forks” has been gen- 
erally attributed to that father of 
many a caustic remark, the old 
satirist himself, Jonathan Swift. 
And in his “Polite Conversations,” 


the short name for his famous 
work published in 1738, Swift did 
indeed write”: “Here, miss; they 
say fingers were made before 
forks, and hands before knives.” 

The very form of Swift's ex- 
pression would indicate, that the 
saying already was familiar in his 
time; actually it was known long 
before. It was copied from a six- 
teenth century manuscript and ap- 
pears in Kempe’s 1836 edition as 
follows: “As God made hands be- 
fore knives, So God send a good 
lot to the cutlers’ wives.” 

Thus the spirit of the old saying 
at its start—in a somewhat differ- 
ent context than the later flippant 
“fingers were made before forks!”

On Bugs. and Insects. 

FRE are all sorts of interest- 
H ins facts on various insects 

and spiders. Spiders are not 
insects but to us they act and 
look like insects so we'll run them 
right in with the others. Anyway, 
it seems spiders are good to have 
around because they eat insects 
and will only bite you when an- 
noyed. The only really bad spider 
we have around is the black wid- 
ow. About the best way to get 
rid of spiders, if you happen to be 
a spider hater is to step on them 
and spray the cracks where they 
hide. 

Housefliés are much more dan- 
gerous to health than spiders. 
Keep them out of the house with 
screens and use a good fly spray 
for those who get indoors. Wasps, 
hornets and other stinging insects 
aren’t supposed to be household 
pets but sometimes they Move in 
just the same. Nests can be 
sprayed with DDT and then 
knocked down and burned. Do 
this at night when the insects 
are all inside their nests fast 
asleep. , 

Centipedes are classed with 
spiders as something good because 
they eat insects. You can kill 
them if you want by squashing 
but we just let ’em be. 

Ants are a terrible nuisance be- 
cause they get into the kitchen 
and food. We find that squirting 
kerosene into cracks in the Wwood- 
work will keep them out and ant 
traps are very effective too. 

Crickets are okay outdoors but 
they have developed a taste for 
leather and fabrics. If they won't 
leave of their own accord, try 
dusting with pyrethrum powder or 
spraying with DDT.

Veal Rolls 

Ingredients: Six cups soft white 
bread cubes, one-half cup finely 
cut onion, one-third cup butter or 
margarine; two - thirds cup 
chopped ripe olives, one teaspoon 
celery salt, one teaspoon poultry 
seasoning, one and one-half cups 
broth, three thick veal rounds, 


salt and freshly ground pepper, 
flour, fat (for frying). 

Method: Fry bread cubes and 
onion in butter or margarine until 
bread igs slightly browned. Re- 
move from heat and stir in olives, 
celery salt, poultry seasoning, and 
one-half cup broth. Cut each veal 
round crosswise into two pieces, 
remove bone and pound meat to 
flatten. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Place a portion of the 
dressing on each veal round and 
roll up; pin together with picks. 
Roll in flour and fry in a small 
quantity of hot fat to a golden 
brown. Add remaining cup broth 
and simmér about 20 to 30 minutes 
or until meat is tender, | 
frequently.: servings.
